But no. It was that stamp or none 
and with a reputation at stake there 
was nothing to do but blurt out the 
tale of a king who dyed his wife’s pet 
poodle in order to assert his inde- 
pendence. 


Since the beginning of Mussolini’s 
campaign in Ethiopia we have read 
many references to the crushing de- 
feat Italian forces suffered at Adowa 
thirty years ago. A man much like 
Mussolini ruled Italy at that time 
and he had the same ambition to car- 
ry the Italian empire into Africa. He 
didn’t succeed and we wonder if 
Mussolini will accomplish the goal. 
The other man’s name was Humbert 
and he was king, father of the pres- 
ent monarch. Thousands of Italian

people who remained at home had to 
‘bear the financial burden of a $2,000- 
; 000 indemnity that Italy was forced 
I to pay to Ethiopia. 
| Despite his ambitious nature, King 
| Humbert was a human sort who wor- 
| ried over his wife’s bills, disliked men 
; who pretended to be something more 
;than nature made them, and would 
jrather sit at home with his family 
| than lead the social life of Rome. For 
almost thirty years King Humbert 
/ Was pictured on the postage stamps of 
|his country but not one of the por- 
|traits reveals that his hair turned 


| . 
;quite gray at an early age. 











The queen, Margherita, was as 
much unlike her husband in her tastes 
as can be imagined. To her, person- 
al appearance meant much, and she 
importuned the king to dye his hair 
so to counteract his premature look of 
age. Humbert laughed at the idea 
but when his wife went so far as to 
order a dye from Paris and place it 
upon his dressing table he determined 
to assett himself once and for all.

Coaxing the unsuspecting white 
poodle into his bedroom, the mon- 
arch soon transformed the animal and 
sent him back to his mistress.

There was the Christmas season, 
too, when the king could not decide 
what sort of present to give his wife. 
He called one of the court attaches 
into his confidence and that worthy, 
knowing of certain conditions in the 
household, dropped the hint that the 
queen owed a great deal of money to 
dressmakers and millinery. Imagine 
Margherita’s astonishment, and prob- 
ably indignation, when she reached 
the breakfast table Christmas morn- 
ing and found a stack of receipted 
bills on her plate—the king’s Christ- 
mas present. 

But even though King Humbert 
sometimes seemed to be a little un- 
reasonable with the members of his 
family there was always a humorous 
side to those incidents. The family

which it was provided that they “shall 
be canceled by the person affixing the 
same, either by writing on each and 
every stamp, ix ink, the initials of his 
name, and the date upon which the 
same is attached or used, or by cut- 
ting and cancelling the same with 
the machine called “‘Wheeler’s Patent 
Cancellor, or such other machine or 
instrument as may be hereafter be 


designated and prescribed.” E. D. 
Chamberlain’s Cutting and Dating 
Machine, Holt’s Self-Inking Cancel- 


lor, Hill’s Patent Revenue Cancelling 
Machine, and Thompson’s National 
Revenue Stamp Cancellor were also 
approved under date of April 1, April 
5 and April 19, 1870. To the adop- 
tion of these machines can be at- 
tributed the so-called herringbone and 
other cancels. 

With respect to the misuse of the 
canceling methods, prior thereto, the 
content of a letter issued July 9, 1867 
by Commissioner E. A. Rollins may 
be interesting : 

“Tt is reported that persons in va 
rious parts of the country are engaged 
in collecting cancelled revenue stamps 
and preparing them for further use by 
removing the cancelling marks, re- 
gumming, etc. ‘These collections 
are made, to a great extent, from 
amongst the waste paper of banks, 
bankers, and brokers. Checks, drafts, 
etc., when they have ceased to be 
valuable as instruments of evidence, 
and especially bills or memoranda of 
sale or the contracts for sales of stock, 
bonds, gold or silver bullion, coin,

promissory notes, etc., are generally 
cast aside with the cancelled stamp at- 
tached, and thus the stamps readily 
fall into the hands of those who seek 
them for fraudulent purposes. 

Bankers, brokers, and all others are 
respectfully requested to destroy their 
revenue stamps after they have once 
been used and have ceased to be of 
value to them, or to make such other 
disposition of them as shall effectually 
prevent their restoration and reuse. 
Bank examiners also are requested to 
call the attention of bankers to the 
gross frauds that are practiced upon 
the public revenue in this way, and 
to urge a cooperation with Revenue 
Officers in the suppression of them; 
and all Internal Revenue Officers are 
hereby directed and enjoined to give 
this matter their special attention, to 
acquaint all persons who use stamps 
with the true purpose for which they 
are collected after having once been 
used, and to urge such a disposal of 
cancelled stamps as shall protect the 
United States from loss. 

The fact that a person is collecting 
such stamps is sufficient evidence to 
arouse strong suspicion and to call for 
immediate investigation; while the 
possession of washed, restored, or 
altered stamps is PRIMA FACIE 
evidence of guilt. 

No pains should be spared to effect 
the detection of the guilty parties and 
to ensure their punishment as_pro- 
vided in section 155 of the Internal 
Revenue Act.” 

In a subsequent article the writer 
will present other facts with respect 
to the Civil War revenues of the 
Second and Third issues.

NAMING OF NAVAL VESSELS 


Mr. D. C. Bartley of Seattle, 
Washington has supplied some detail 
that answers that ever current ques- 
tion of the origin of names of naval 
vessels. 

Battleships are named for states, 
and there has been in the 40 years, 
but one exception to the rule, the old 
battleship Kearsarge was so named 
to perpetuate the name of a famous 
Civil War vessel. Its hull still is in 
use at the Puget Sound Navy Yard, 
as a crane ship. The light and heavy 
cruisers are named for cities, a rule 
that has been in the past 40 years 
with few exceptions. Destroyers are 
named for naval heroes all of whom 
have distinguished themselves in peace 
or wartime with exceptions of secre- 
taries of the navy who rendered ex- 
ceptional service, and the Rigal, 
named in memory of the Filipino pa- 
triot. Gunboats are named for cities, 
territories and provinces; aircraft car- 
riers are named for famous Revolu- 
tionary vessels or battle grounds, and 
naval tugs are named for Indian tribes 
or rivers. The mine sweepers are 
named for sea birds. The submarines 
are named for fish, particularly game 
fish, such as Barracuda, Cuttlefish, 
Dolphin, etc. and colliers are named 
for stars and constellations, and 
some instances mythological giants. 

Naval transports are named for fa- 
mous marine officers or foreign battle 
fields; supply ships for continents, 
such as Arctic, while aircraft tenders 
are named for famous aviators or 
scientists, such as Wright, Langley 
and others. Submarine tenders are 
named for famous inventors of under- 
sea craft, and hospital ships take their 
names for something connected with 
the medical profession or nursing, 
such as Mercy, Solace, Relief and 
Comfort. There are also many mis- 
cellaneous vessels called for tradition- 
al ships, men, constellations, etc. Am- 
munition ships take their names from 
powder ingredients such as Pyro and 


Nitro, while repair ships in most cases | 


are named for Greek mythology.’ 


| There is no set rule for naming tend- 
ers, as they are called for naval ex- 
plorers and historic ships. The battle- 
cruisers that were to have been built 
under the 1916 building program 
were to have been called for famous 
naval vessels, as in Saratoga, Lexing- 
ton, United States, Constitution and 
Constellation. The carriers Saratoga 
and Lexington were the only two of 
the six 45,000 tonners saved from the 
Washington arms treaty ax.

Litera- 
ture was given to interested people 
explaining how to start a cover col- 
lection. This was a fine boost for 
our hobby as well as an interesting 
display for the public.

To PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


The unprecedented floods which 
have just swept our country call for 
unprecedented means for relief. ‘The 
volume of money that will be called 
for and given through many different 
sources and agencies will be far too 
little to meet the wants of those who 
have suffered by this great disaster. 

It should be apparent that any and 
every legitimate means by which a 
few thousand dollars more can be 
raised should be taken advantage of 
and there is an opportunity by which 
the Postoffice Department of the 
United States may extract painlessly 
from a vast number of people over a 
period of thirty days or more, extra 
pennies which in the aggregate can 
run into a huge sum of money. 

Let us have issued special flood re- 
lief stamps of 3c and +c denomination 
which have a postal value of 2c and 
3c respectively, the extra cent in each 
instance to be given to the Red Cross 
for Flood Relief. 

If a more ambitious program is de- 
sired, current postage stamps may be 
surcharged “FLOOD RELIEF” and 
sold only at lc each over actual face 
or postal value, the added cent in all 
instances to go to the Flood Relief 
Fund of the American Red Cross. 

Ample precedent for such stamps is 
found in the postal issues of Austria. 
In 1921, Austria issued a series of 20

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
Christian Women of the Stamps 
Harry M. Savacool 
CHAPTER XIV 


(Continued from last week) 


A sad story is that of Joan of Arc whose picture is on 
the stamp issued by France in 1925 to commemorate 
the 500th anniversary of the relief of Orleans (No. 
247). ‘The stamp is of dull blue, of 50c value, and 
shows Joan mounted on a charger ready for battle and 
with her banner floating behind her. Unfortunately 
the stamp is not particularly attractive either in color 
or design. However, it does serve to remind us of the 
amazing story of this French girl. In the early 
fifteenth century the English had conquered all of 
northern France. “The English King had been pro- 
claimed as King of France. The French Army had 
been defeated so often that it was utterly demoral- 
ized. “The French King, Charles VII, was weak and 
fearful. ‘he English were pressing the siege of the 
important city of Orleans and nothing was being done 
to relieve it. 

Joan of Arc was the dreamy quiet daughter of # 
peasant laborer of Domremy. She began to report 
that she was seeing visions and hearing strange voices. 
Finally she asserted that St. Michael appeared to her 
and gave her a Divine Commission to lead _ the 
French armies against the English until Charles should 
be crowned at Rheims, then deep within the con- 
quered territory. As might be expected her parents 
opposed this wild idea and were horrified at her 
thinking of living with the rough soldiery. But she 
was convinced of her mission and would not be denied. 
Naturally she had a difficult time to even reach the 
King with her tale. She was not to be balked, not 
even by indifferent officials, and finally got the 
King’s ear. So impassionate and eloquent were her 
pleas that she won the confidence of the King. Im- 
possible as it may seem she, a mere peasant girl of nine- 
teen, was placed at the head of 10,000 men. Riding 
a charger, clad in snow-white armor, with her white 
banner bearing the fleur-de-lys, and with her assur- 
ance of a Divine Mission, she inspired her army with 
new confidence and almost crusading zeal. Orleans was 
relieved and in battle after battle, in all of which she 
fought bravely, the English were driven back. Final- 
ly Rheims was won and Joan stood proudly by the 
King’s side when he was crowned. In all of this 
rough camp life she kept her virtue unspotted and 
won the respect of all her fellow-soldiers. 

She now felt that her mission was fulfilled and 
asked to be allowed to quietly return to her peasant 
home. How fine and beautiful this story would have 
been if she had done so! However, the selfishness of 
men could not let such a victory charm escape. They 
wanted her to encourage the army and compelled her 
to stay. She fought bravely but with her sense of 
Divine Mission gone and so without the old spirit. 
Finally she was captured and turned over to the Eng- 
lish. ‘Their malice at her defeat of their hopes of 
subjugating France combined with the superstition 
of the times led to her being tried on charges of heresy 


and sorcery. She was convicted and burned at the 
stake in 1431. In spite of the ignorance of those 
times this deed cannot be condoned and stands as an 
everlasting example of the depths to which hatred 
and malice will descend. No Englishman would 
dream today of attempting to justify the doing to a 
horrible death of this simple peasant maid whose only 
crime was that she obeyed what she believed to be the 
Voice of God and went forth to serve her country hon- 
orably in battle. Perhaps other women have done 
more for Christianity than Joan of Arc but none were 
purer and simpler Christians than she. France might 
well have dedicated to her a whole set of beautiful 
stamps. 

Some strange things happen in the world of stamps 
as they do elsewhere. About the strangest of all is 
that we should have to turn to a Mohammedan coun- 
try, ruled in the main by irreligious men, to find a 
stamp honoring one of the greatest, most widely 
known and generally admired Christian women, name- 
ly Jane Addams. Turkey in 1935 honored the great 
women of the world by a stamp issue in commemora- 
tion of the twelfth Congress of the Women’s Interna- 
tional Alliance. Among the women honored we find 
Jane Addams. A profile of her head was used on the 
12% ku plus 12% ku value (No. 1262). It is a large 
stamp in dark blue showing Miss Addams in old age, 

This woman, Jane Addams, by her fearless life 
of Christian service and her sweet Christian character, 
captured the imagination of the world, non-Christian 
as well as Christian. She was born in 1860 of wealthy 
parents who gave her the education usual to the leisure 
class. While completing her education abroad she was 
impressed more by the terrible suffering in the city 
slums than by the beauties of scenery and ancient build- 
ings. This brought home to her the fact that condi- 
tions almost as bad existed in her own Chicago. 
Then she did an amazing thing—instead of giving 
her life to society, or even to a home, she decided to 
dedicate her life to the relief of the poor. She selected 
a house in the worst of the slum section of Chicago and 
assisted by her friend, Ellen Starr, opened in 1889 
Hull House, the first Settlement House in the world. 
Here, until her death in 1935, she gave her life un- 
stintedly to the poor. Her doors were always open. 
Anything that would help was done cheerfully, either 
to meet immediate need or to raise the standards of the 
people. Soon Hull House was known around the 
world and other similar institutions were being found- 
ed. Noone can calculate the good done at Hull House 
and its many offsprings in other cities. 

This would seem enough for one life but Jane Ad- 
dams could not confine her interest to Hull House or 
even to Chicago. She was a Christian who believed 
in carrying the Gospel into everyday practice and 
wherever she saw oppression or sin she was ready 
to champion the right. It was here that persecution 
and opposition entered the picture. When the World 
War broke out she worked tirelessly for peace. When 
the war hysteria spread to the United States her desire 
for the continuance of peace was interpreted as lack 
of patriotism and many hard things were said and 
printed about her. Since the war she has been so act- 
ive in the promotion of peace as to receive the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1923. She loved the cause of peace so 
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much that she turned her prize money into the peace 
Again this interest in peace has been in- 
terpreted by some as dangerous pacifism and has led 
to her being blacklisted by some organizations. She 
gave much time and effort to other social legislation to 
protect the poor and to alleviate their lot.
